. workpeople in the 
greatest numbers are those 
in mines, factories, ships - 
and railways. . 

This is not to say that 
these are the four most 
dangerous kinds of work in 
the country: only that, be- 
cause so many people get a 
living from them, they are 
returning the highest totals 
of industrial deaths. 

In the ten years between the 
end of 1925 and the end of 1935 
these four jobs killed 24,877 
workpeople. Fewer than 1,000 
were killed in all other indus- 
trial occupations. : 

Every three hourg, night and 
day, during the ten years that 
ended at the beginning of last 
year, a many-woman, youth or 
girl was killed at work. 
of work- 
people killed 10-year 
eyele is greater than: the entire 
population of Canterbury, or 
Deal; greater than the com- 
bined population of Durham . 
and Ely. 

A death-roil like this is byd 
enough in itself, What makes it 
infinitely more sickening is 
that a great proportion of these 
working people need not haye 
died—would not have died if 
they, or those responsible for 
their safety, had had the sense 
to take precautions they knew 
they ought to take. 

This proportion of the 25,800 
workpeoplie killed at their jobs 
between 1925 and 1935 died be- 
cause human fife is held too 
cheaply; because this civilised 
age is not civilised enough yet 
to understand that the least 
human life is worth more than 
the greatest machine. 

Not widely quoted in recent 
newspapers was .0 passage in 
the Factories and Workshop ins- 
pectors’ report setting forth the 
earliest known -record of an 
industrial accident to « young 
person (it happened in 1540): 

“A yonge childe . . . stand-

So their standard 
of play remains unchanged. 

The only remedy ts to stage either 
a schoolboys’ league (like the School- 
boys’ Fuotbal! League) or tourna 
ments. Who is going .to do this? 
The only body is the LT.A, But 
they have their difficulties too, und 
therefore co-operation with others is 
needed, The big difficulty is one of 
courts. As most schools have hard 
courts, I don’t know whether the 
L.A. would stage a tournament or 
league oon such courts. If lawn 
courts are considered necessary, the 
only available for the schoolboys are 
those of Queen's College at Cause- 
way Bay. Then the question crops 
up whether Government will permit 
those courts to be used for such a 
purpose, The courts are primorily 
for boys studying in Government 
schools, and as the participants in a 
tournament or league would include 
other than Government schools boys, 
the only thing to do'ls for the L.T.A, 
to seek co-operation with the Educu- 
tion Department, which js always 
plod to help in this direction. 

The following schools have already 
introduced tennis into their activities 
and will almost assuredly support an 
L.T.A, scheme to forward the 
fname: —King's College, Queen's 
College, C.L.S., St. Stephen's, St. 
Taul's College, La Salle and D.B.S. 

All of the above schools have their 
hard courts with the exception of 
Queen's, and the above mentioned 
schools could easily run a successful 
leayue. 3

The efficient Coroner is Mr. Stanley 
Casson, a well-known Oxford Don, 
und his exciting verdict is embodied 
in o thrilling: volume, “Progress and 
Catastrophe: An Anatomy of Hluman 
Adventure.” Quite impartially — I 
commend it to anyone sufficiently in- 
terested in the destiny of the human 
race to devote a few hours to that 
fascinating theme. 

There is a widespread — popular | 
superstition, fervently shared in even } 
the best democratic — circles though 
long ago satirised by Mr. G. B. 
Shaw, that the history of mankind 
on this globe has been one slow but 
steady « advance — from primeval 
brutality, through the Dark and 
Middle Ages, towards the refulgent 
light of twenticth century Western 
civilisation; that the minds of men 
have broadened with the process of 
the suns towards what Alfred Lord 
Tennyson called “one Increasing pur- 
pose,” 

Mr. Casson effectually slays that 
Jabberwock at the outset. He tells 
us that progress, which made greater 
strides when men tallsed Jess about 
it, does in.fact occur on occasions, as 
nobody except o fool would deny. 
But that it is cumulative and inevl- 
table no one oan accept. . 

If he can get some of our up-to- 
date emotionalists to digest just that 
one elementary fact, Mr. Casson wilt 
not have written hls book In vain, 
He emphasises that we usually 
attach exaggerated importance to 
the relatively insignificant period of 
human . existence known as A.D. 
which js not yet two thousand years 
old, and not nearly enough to the 
preceding 548,000 years BC.

Second in antiquity only to the 
Sumtrian is the Egyptian. civilisas 
tion, Yet St has bequeathed us prac- 
tleally nothing, of valuc, and. its de-~ 
vay came, despite an ideal geogra- 
phical cradle, from within and not 
without. When the Greeks first 


nwed by its antiquity und over- 
whelmed by its mulliplicity of gods, 
castes, and ceremonies, what they 
really found was a nation of fellahin 
ruled with a rod of jron by a Society 
of Antiquaries! 


Britain's Long Peace 


Our own place in the pageant of 
the past is vividly stated by Mr. 
“From A.D. 100 to A.D. 
400 all British except in the north 
was as plensant and peaceful a land 
as it Js to-day. Never since have 
we had a Pax Britannica of this 
Kind that Justed for the vast. space 
of three hundred years! But by 
A.D, 500 it had all vanished, and the 
country had reverted to a condition 
which it had never perhaps seen be- 
fore.” Yet the preceding standard 
of public security had been greater 
than at any perlod in British history 
before the middie of the ‘nineteenth | 
century. 


And so we come to our author's 
verdict on contemporary symptoms. 
T am not quite convinced that this 
is ns purely scientific as,his recon- 

jon of the past. But it is im- 
pressively sincere, and — certainly 
based on close sclentiNe analogy. 

Ue reads all around us in Europe 
a hint at the reappearance of an age 
of Retrogression, The centrifugal 
movement .of States away from a 
common ideal of .Mfc.Is. the modern 
disaster, The first step on this de- 
cline was the World War. “With the 


finds comparatively little evidence 
of human progress in the last two 
thousand yenrs, and no boasted 
modern. discovery even compagable 
with “the genius who first connected 
sparks with fire or associated copu- 
lation with childbirth for the first 
time.” Attentively to ponder these 
scientific assertions may be as intel- 
lectually bracing as a cold. douche. 
“Tt Is an engrossing experience to 
follow Mr. Casson on his shrewd re- 
searches into the dim and distant 
past. No Sherlock Holmes fiction 
can furnish anything like the meti- 
culous skHl ond couragcous intuition 
that these archacological steuths dis- 
phy in unravelling, amidst the dust 
of unnumbered — cc: turies, the faint 
clues of human history. 

Yet I doubt whether Mr, Casson's 
book will equal the best-seller clrcu- 
Jation of the latest cheap detective 
thriller. It Is comic what the ground- 
lings miss in art, literature, and -ife. 
People will queue up for some Indy 
novelist’s callow impropricties who 
would shun full-blooded old Seu- 
tonius like a plague. Perhaps it fs 
just us well, But certainly the High 
Brows can afford a quiet chuckle 
over the imbecilitles of the Thick 
Enrs.- 5 on 


Progress Intermittent

The oldest detected experiment In 
civilisntion, erroneously called Pro- 
gress} was made -by the Sumerians 
in the Tigris-Euphrates valley, It 
endured, before being extinguished 
by the Mongol invasion of three cen- 
turies after the Arab .conquest of 
Persin, for four thousand ..ycars. 
Compare that security of tenure with 
the elght hundred years of Greece, 
the nine hundred of Rome, and the 
thousand. of Byzantium. Mr. Casson 
shows us how twice the march of 
civilisation has been arrested and 
put back by a Dark Age, first after 
the collapse of the Hittite Emplire— 
partly duc to neglect of sen powcr. 
by the :way—and then atter the foll 
of the Roman Empire. 

The plain moral fs that: “Progress 
Js an Intermittent phenomenon, and 
not a continual. move forwards.” “Ie 
has olso a comment: that should be 
tnken to heart by a cerinin. brand of 
emotional pacifist. .“The pure: paci- 
fist view.4s one which, If held 
originally by-the Sumerians, would 
have led to the complete destruction 
of thelr experiment, and the rever- 
ston of their mode of life to.a more 
brutal and savage. state.” Bee = 

Our present arming ogalnst agyres- 
sion Is civillsed enough, he argues, 
but the reasons which compel: ft are 


Dictator states preach wor now, 
not ‘ns a vital defence against bare 
barlan assault, but as a means In 
itself of curing Internat disease.

The conflict of 
Fascism sind) Communism — within 
national States ts a normal develop- 
ment in the process of disintegration, 
‘The suppuration that ensues takes 
he form of demagogues and dicta- 
ors,” 


A Doienward Trend 


“The unhappy League of Nations," 
says Mr, Casson, “falled almost. at 
birth to justify ‘itself, and grow to 
maturity, through the inner wicked- 
ness of man, still apparently ignorant 
that to survive he must combine.” 

He tells us that America departed 
from the -venture through stupidity, 
Germany ond‘ Japan through malice, 
and Italy “remains only because she 
believes she can do moremsamage 
inside than outslde."e thinks civili- 
sation is not on the brink of collapse, 
but has already some years go col- 
lapsed. “I-wonder exactly how long 
{t will talce-us to awake to the fact 
that before our very cycs the world 
we lived In fn our youth has passed 
away, and with it the main. props of 
elvilisation.” 

So there you have the net result 
of this scientific crowner's quest. Yet 
Mr, Casson is not a complete Jere- 
miah, He drops in the . very Inst 
sentence of his remarkable book just- 
one tiny crumb of comfort. “Con- 
sciousness of the position alone may 
contribute to stopping the downward 
trend. of .modern civilisation.” A 
courageous cynic might perhaps pre- 
fer to sernp this deerepit -brand of 


dead who perished in that cataclysm, 
there perished also the major part 
of international morality.”

Like good democrats we shall always 
oppose it, 

“Every fresh instalment of social 
and publUlc health Iegislation, every 
new chapter opened In the volume 
uf State contro], brings us steadily 
nearer to the totalitarian ideal and 
when that has finally arrived wo 
may say, goodbye to the gencral 
practitioner as we know him. 

“He Js still with us, however, and 
how does he compare with his pre- 
decessor ‘of a generation back? 

“His equipment -is undoubtedly 
better, he has for the service of his 
patients u store of knowledge und 
an cequaintance with technical re- 
sources not even dreamed of when 
I was a medical student. . 

“But medical practice--and medi- 
cal educatlon—has its repellent side, 
even sordid and sometimes  dis- 
gusting. I have no anxiety about 
our students. . 

“Their standard.is as high as it 
ever was and they are getting ond 
taking exce“ent training. But I 
do feel uneasy about the most Im- 
portant class in the profession, the 
young general practitioner in the 
twenties ond the carly thirties.”

The appeal by Mr. Cordell 

Hull, United States Secretary of 


State, to Chins and Japan. to 


“Sefrain from resorting to war” 
in the settlement of their differ- 
ences, is couched in cautious 
diplomatic language. Actually, 
of course, a state of undeclared 
war now exists between the two 
nations, with Japan the instiga- 
tor thereof. Mr. Hull concedes 
that the present situation in the 
Far East is the concern of all 
nations, since it is the- outcome 
of failure to recognise principles 
of international law which have 
been accepted by most of the 
countries of the world, Atten- 
tion is drawn in particular to the 
provisions of the Kellogy Pact 
and the Nine-Power Treaty, of 
which both China and Japan are 
signatories. Judgment is not 
passed on the merits of the quar- 
rel, although, reading between 
the lines, the appeal is obviously 
directed more to Japan than to 
China. The Kellogg Pact rules 
out war as an instrument of 
national policy, whilst the Nine- 
Power Treaty guarantees the 
integrity of China. No-one can 
say that China, in resisting 
Japanese aggression, is guilty of 
breach of the Kellogg Pact, 
whilst China wants nothing bet- 
ter than respect for the pro- 
visions of the Nine - Power 
Treaty. It is precisely because 
that latter treaty is being. violat- 
ed by Japan that China is com- 
pelled to defend her independ- 
ence, Mr. Hull made reference, 
in his appeal, to the statement 
which he made in July outlining 
the principles on which the 
United States’ foreign policy is 
based. In that utterance, which 
wags obviously made with the Far 
Eastern situation in view, Mr. 
Hull said he favoured peaceful 
negotiation of disputes and faith-

returning-the highest totals 
of industrial deaths. 


In the ten years between the © 


end of 1925 and the end of 1935 
these four jobs killed 24,877 
workpeople. Fewer than 1,000 
were killed in all other indus- 
trial occupations. -- : 

Every three hours, night and 
day, during the ten years that 
ended at the beginning of last 
year, & man, woman, youth or 
girl was killed at work.

The total number of work- 
people killed _in this 10-year 
cycle is greater than the entire 
population of Canterbury, or 
Deal; greater than the com- 
bined population of Durham 
and Ely. 

A death-roll -like this is bad 
enough in itself.. What makes it 
infinitely more sickening is 
that a great proportion of these 


working people. need not have. 


died—would not have died if 
they, or those responsible for 
their safety, had had the sense 
to take precautions they knew 
they ought to take. ; ‘ 

This proportion of the 25,800 
workpeople killed at their jobs 
between 1925 and 1935 died be- 
cause human life is held too 
cheaply; because this civilised 
age is not civilised enough yet 
to understand that the least 
human life is worth more than 
the greatest machine. — 


Not widely quoted in recent 
newspapers was a passage “in 
the Factories and Workshop ins- 
pectors’ report setting forth the 
earliest known record of an 
industrial accident to a young 
person (it happened in 1640): 

“A yonge childe . . . stand- 

inge neere to the whele of a 
horse myll . . . was by some 
myshap come within the 
swepe .or compass of the 
cogge whele and therewith 
was torn in pieces and killed. 
And, upon inquisition taken, 
it was founde that the whele 
was.the cause of the childe’s 
death, whereupon the myll 
was forthwith defaced and 
pulled downe.” 

The Chief Inspector’s com- 
ment was: “This remedy. might 
now be regarded as too radical

SEQUEL TO LOSS 
OF JUNK | 


INSURANCE POLICY 
CLAIM 


Arising out of the sinking of -a 
trading junk: near Sor Chau Island, 
noclaim for §9,600 on an insurance 
policy tuken out in respect of cargoes 
shipped on her “was brought before 
the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl Mac» 
Gregor, In the Supreme, Court this 
morning. 


Plaintiffs were the Hop Fat) firm 
and they sucd the Cantun Insurance 
Omee, Ltd, for the value of 750 bags 
of manure and 140 bags of cement. 


The Hon, Mr. Leo D'Almada, Jnr, 
instructed by Mr. M, A. du Silva, 
appeared for plaintiffs, and the de- 
fendant company was represented by 
Mr. H.C. Macnamara, on the instruc- 
tions of Mr, W. A. Mackinlay, of 
Deacons, : 


Mr. D'Almada said the claim was 
on on Jnsurance policy taken out by 
his clients with the defendant com- 
pany in respect of 150 bays of cement 
and 750 sacks of manure shipped on 

co junk whitch had foundered. The 
premlum on the policy had in’ fact 
not been prid. 


The plaintiff Arin consisted of two 
partners, Ho Shiu-nam and Leung 
Chiu. Ho was more or Jess a sleep- 
Ing partner until fairly recently, the 
minggement of the concern being left 
in the hands of Leunjy and one Lal 
Fing-kwan, who was the manager. 
Shortly after the sinking of the junk, 
No had certain trauble with © these 
two men, with the resuJt that they 
were not now available to. plive 
evidence. 


Plaintiffs were merchants, and dealt 
fairly largely with the Lin Fat firm 
of Macao. Sametime towar the 
end of December, 1995, an order wis 
recelyved from them = for the goods 
mentioned, und the terms of payment 
ogreed upon were $5,000 on aceount 
ond the balanee to be paid on de- 
livery. On January 3, the cargo was 
put on .bourd the junk, whict 
towed by a hiuneh out of Hor 
at 5S pam. that day. On i 
Capsuimun Pass, the vee 
were then qlongaide one 
separaled, the junk followling: about 
100 feet behind and beingg towed by 
a repe from the launeh, which. was 
foing from three to four knots. 


JUNK FOUNDERS 


Continuing, Counsel said that all 
went well with, the voyaye until a 
Point somewhere near the Sor Chau 
Island was reached, when rough 
Weather encountered. The 
weather was so rough that both 
vessels shipped water. The ‘coriing 
at the bottem of the junk was dis- 

‘lodged by the severe pitching: and 
rolling and, unable to cope with the 
Inrush of water, her master signalled 
to the coxswain of the launch to turn, 
the object being to seck shelter tn 
on Inlet a_little the cast of Sor 
Taland and to beach her, if nece ry. 
This plan, however, did not succeed 
and the junk foundered) some two 
miles to the south of the Island. 


The defence had put in a plea that 
the junk was scuttled and In this 
connection, said Counsel, it was in- 
teresting to note that the master had 

, on board the junk his wife and 0- 
yeur old son, besides a crew of eight. 
Further, the master himself had 
suffered personal logs, and the junk 
was hot insured. i 

An alternative plea: that ‘the junk 
wis not seaworthy had also been pul 
in by the defence, The case for the 
plaintiffs was that the junk was sca- 
worthy and that her sinks v due 
to-one of the perils of the se: She 
was ten years uld and was bought in 
1933 .by the master for $7,000. 

On the same day the ‘Junk was 
foundered, the master returned to 
Hongkong and a claim w laid with 
the defendant company. Three days 
later, the. defendant company sent 
out a diver, who spent some two 
hours in locating: the wreek. 

Counsel then went on to say that 
it seemed fair to assume that nothing 
suspiciaus was found because, if 
there bad been any, un cariier 
attempt to salvage the junk would 
have been made. As it was, the 
Junk was nol salvaged until 100 days 
after she bad foundered, when she 
Was brought to the Kwong Pat Loong 
shipeyard. On March UU, the junk 
Was sold for SRO to the-owner of 
the yard, who subsequently re-sold it 
niecemenl fgr $700. 

Inside the Junk-were found the hays 
of cement and several hundreds of 
empty sacks, which were sewn. 
Counsel polnt out that the manure, 
which was In crystal form, could 
easily have been dizssolved by water.

has been holding a careful in- 
quest on the death of clvilisntions, 
The eMcient Coroner Is Mr, Stanley 
»Casson, a well-known Oxford Don, 
and his exciting verdict {s embodied 
In o thrilling volume, “Progress and 
Catastrophe: An Anatomy of Human 
Adventure.” Quite impartially = T 
commend it to anyone sufficiently ‘in- 
terested in the destiny of the buman 
race to devote a few hours to that 
fascinating theme. 

There js a widespread popular 
superstition, fervently shared jn even 
the best democratic eircles though 
long nfo satirised by Mr. G. B. 
Shaw, that the history of mankind 
on this globe has been one slow but 
steady advance from — primeval 
brutality, through the Dark and 
Middle Ages, towards the refulgent 
linht of {wentieth century Western 
civilisation; that the minds of men 
have broadencd with the process of 
the suns towards what Alfred Lord 
Tennyson called ‘one increasing pur- 
pose.” Z 

Mr, Casson effectually slays that 
Jabberwoek at the outset. He tells 
ug that progress, which made greater 
‘strides when men talked Iess about 
it, docs in fact occur on occasions, 08 
nobody except a fool would deny, 
But that it is cumulative and inevi- 
table no one can accept. 

If he enn get some of our up-to- 
date emotionnlists to digest Just that 
one elementary fact, Mr, Casson will 
not have written his bool: in vain. 
He emphasises that we usually 
attach exaggerated importance to 
the relatively insignificant period-of 
human existence known a8 AD. 
which is not yet two thousand years 
old, and not nearly cnough to the 
preceding, 548,000 years ‘BC. 


Alinost at a Standstill 


ey ae 


“We throw n- chest, and pit. our 
selves on the back, about our won- 
derful modern discoveries, mechanl- 
cal and otherwise. Mr, Casson, re- 
garding the acons through the Im- 
partial «spectacles of archacology, 
finds comparatively little evidence 
of human progress In the last two 
thousand years, and no boasted 
modern discovery even’ comparable 
with “the genius who first connected 
sparks with fire or associated copu- 
Jation with childbirth for the first 
time.” Attentively to’ ponder these 


scientific assertions may be as Intel- 
Jectually bracing as a cold douche. 

It is an engrossing, experience to 
follow Mr. Casson on his shrewd re~ 
searches Into the dim and distant 
past. No Sherlock Holmes fictlon 
can furnish anything like the meti- 
culous skill and couragcous intuition 
that these archacologlical sleuths dis- 
play in unravelling, amidst the dust 
‘of unnumbered — centuries, the fajnt 
clues of human history. 

Yet I doubt whether Mr. Casson’s 
book will equal the best-seller clreu- 
lation of the latest cheap detective 
thriller. It 1s comic what the pround- 
Yings miss in art, literature, and life, 
People will queue up for some Indy 
novelist’s callow improprictics who 
would shun full-blooded old Seu- 
tonlus ke a plague, Perhaps it fn 
just ns well, But certainly the High 
Brows enn affard a quict chuckle 
over the imbecilitles of the Thick 
Ears. 


Progress Intermittent 


The oldest detected experiment in 
civilisation, erroncously called Pro- 
gress, wan made by the Sumerlons 
in the Tigris-Euphrates valley. It 
endured, before being extinguished 
by the Mongol {Invasion of three cen- 
turies after the Arnb conquest of 
Persin, for four thousand years. 
Compare that security of tenure with 
the clght hundred years of Greece, 
the nine hundred of Rome, 
thousand of Byzantium, Mr. Casson 
shows us how twice the march of

Our own place in the pageant of 
the past is vividly stated by Mr, 
Casson, “From A.D. 100 to AD. 
400 all British except in the north 
was as pleaxint and peaceful a land 
as it is to-day. Never since Have 
we had a Pax Britannica of this 
kind that lasted for the vast space 
of three hundred years! But by 
A.D. 500 it had all vanished, and the 
country had reverted to a condition 
which it had never perhaps seen be- 
fore.” Yet. the preceding standard 
of public security had been greater 
than at any period in British history 
before the middie of the ninetcenth 
century. . 


And sv we'come to our author's 
verdict on contemporary symptoms. 
Tam not quite convinced that this 
is as purely scientific as his recon 
struction of the past. But It is Im- 
pressively sincere, and certainly 
based on close scientific analogy. 


He reads all nround us in Europe 
a hint at the reappearance of an uge 
of Retrogression, The centrifugal 
movement of States away from a 
common ideal of Hfe ts the modern 
disaster. The first step on this de- 
elfne was the’ World War. “With the 
dead ‘who perished in that cataclysm, 
there perished nlso' tHe major part 
of international morality.”
